Applicants have not amended the claims to the elected Hetl and Het 2 group. 
The term comprising also still has not been changed to consisting of. 
The rejection of claims 1, 2, 18, 26 and 27 under 35 USC 103 US 5330932 Tyers still stands. 
The prior art teaches 1-4 times administration a day , with the dosage range being the same. 
The reference would inherently indicate an increase in the blood plasma profile even though it is 
silent with regards to it. 

The rejection of claims 1, 2, 18, 26 and 27 under Martindale still stands. Applicants claim is 
drawn to an extention of the inhibition and not to a % increase in the inhibition.! The extention 
in the blood plasma would have been inherent considering it is administered frequently. 
The arguments are not convincing and hence the rejection still stands. 

The rejection of claims 1, 2, 18, 26, 27 under 35 USC 103 over WO 96/01624 and '982 Tyers 
still stands. 

Applicants arguments are not found to be convincing. 

The rejection under 35 USC 1 12 for not clearly indicating .5-4hrs interval however has been 
withdrawn.
